This additional seasonal milk 
swelled tho May milk dollvory total 
to 128.221.(m as compared with llfr,- 
781,198 pounds delivered by Associa- 
tion members In April.

Actual figures show that Associa- 
tion members received 12,205,401.96 
for all milk delivered in May as com- 
pared with 12,104.842.70 for milk de- 
livered in April.

About Peas 

SOMETIMES yoii get tired of 
recipes with a muUttudo of 
Ingredients and many different 
things to do. But, unless your 
tas^e varies widely from that of a 
large part of the public, you never 
gdt tired of peas.
